HELSINKI, Feb. 13—Russian 
infantry, tanks, and armored 
sledges attacked the Mannerheim 
line for the 12th straight day over 


blood-stained snow today, ob- 
livious of heavy losses. 
Trench mortars threw tens of 


thousands of shells into the Finnish 
positions and shells from three, six 
and even 12-inch guns smashed into 
the pine forests. 

All reports indicated that the Rus- 
sian losses were severe. But it was 
believed that—relying on constant 
pressure by guns, tanks and infan- 
try—the Russian high commend 
had decided that any losses were 
warranted if the far smaller Finnish 
defending force was finally over- 
whelmed. 

The Russians apparently believed 
that the Finns could not hold out 
indefinitely against overwhelming 
superiority of numbers and equip- 
ment, 

Dispatches said that new tanks 
were brought up from Leningrad to 
replace 60 or more which the Finns 
had destroyed in the Summa sector 

Finnish officers have begun to 
call the attack “The anniversary 
sector.” Some of them believe that 
the Russians when they started this 
biggest offensive of the war planned 
to break the Mannerheim line in 
time to enter Viipuri February 23— 
which is Red army day— just as 
previously they had hoped to enter 
it on Josef Stalin's birthday Decem- 
ber 21.

In a communique issued through 
the official Tass news agency, it was 
asserted that Russian troops in the 
Karelian isthmus had captured 32 
defensive fortifications — including

tured 230 machine guns and 82 guns 
—presumably field guns.

He reported earlier than his 
colleagues, hiding his feelings and 
the strain of long wakeful nights 
behind a calm soldierly exterior, 
STAYS WITH CANUCKS 

On his left arm he wore a black 
crepe mourning band.

There 
he and his companions built the 
first timber house and covered 
more than 1,900 miles of ice and 
snow by dog team. 


TALKS ESKIMO TONGUE 

While in the East Arctic he had 
an opportunity to study the life and 
characteristics of the Eskimos and 
today is one of the few men who 
bave a knowledge of their collo- 
quial language. 

From 1934 to 1936 he was in the 
colonial service, holding the rank 
of district officer in Uganda. 
There he mastered the difficult 
Swahili dialect.

The Civic Program 


Department heads at the city hall are 
reported making up their estimates of the 
year’s expenditures they would like to 
make or feel to be urgently necessary. 
The reminder will leave the taxpayer 
wavering between hopes that a substan- 
tial number of street and other im- 
provements may be carried through and 
hopes that the tax-bills will not be any 
heavier than they were last year. Which 
is only to say that the’ Edmonton tax- 
payer is subject to the contradictory im- 
pulses of tarpayers everywhere. 

On one point, however, there can be 
agreement. The estimates should be com- 
pleted and studied by commissioners and 
council with as little delay as possible. Un- 
less the weather has been guilty of gross 
deception, an early spring can be looked 
for. It is desirable from every point of 
view that when it arrives plans should 
be in readiness for a quick start of the 
year’s construction and improvement pro- 
gram. The employment thus given will 
be welcome to a very large number of 
citizens who have been idle during the 
winter. The sooner they can get at wage- 
work, the better for them and for the 
community. 


Good Work 


The $10,000,000 “educational order” 
which the British Air Ministry placed with 
Canadian manufacturers has apparently 
been carried out satisfactorily, or is in 
process of being completed to the satisfac- 
tion of the purchasing authority. A new 
order for $30,000,000 worth of planes has 
been placed with Canadian firms, six of 
which will pool their resources of plant 
and technicians to turn out the machines. 

These planes are to be of an up-to-date 
bomber type, indicating that in plant 
equipment and workmanship Canadian 
factories now rank with the best in exist- 
ence anywhere. Only planes properly 
built of good materials by workmen who 
know their job, under direction of men 
who put conscience as well as technical 
knowledge into their work, are good 
enough to match against the high-class 
fighting planes which are Germany's 
defence against bombing attacks. 

Britain has neither men nor money to 
risk in planes of doubtful quality, and 
would not place orders with firms liable 

® to turn out inferior machines. This new 
and increased order is the best testimony 
Canadian builders could receive that they 
can and do “‘deliaer the goods” promptly 
and honestly. 

Canada is not building airplanes only; 
it is building an airplane-building industry 
on a vast scale, and building it right. A 
year ago when Canada wanted planes, for 
commercial or defence purposes, it had to 
go abroad for many of them. Now British 
orders for super-planes for war are com- 
ing to Canada. 

Congratulations are due to the Cana- 
dian manufacturers whose enterprise has 
brought about this change from an im- 
port to an export basis. Canadians gener- 
ally may feel gratification that a small in- 
dustry has been developed so rapidly, for 
the industry will remain when the urgent 
demand for war planes has ended. 


A New “Theatre” 


Landing of the Australian and New 
Zealand contingents at Suez is widely in- 
terpreted to mean they will join the Al- 
lied forces which General Weygand has 
been assembling in the Levant for action 
in the Balkans if the Nazis launch a drive 
there. This inference is rather plain 
from the words in the King’s mes- 
sage of greeting, “Now that you have en- 
tered the field of active service.” In Lon- 
don there is a strong current of opinion 
that the Canadian troops may also be sent 
to that area. 

Turkey's action in expelling Nazi tech- 
nicians from the country, and Rumania’s 
refusal to demobilize its border troops on 
“request” from Berlin, are further indica- 
tions that spring may see an offensive in 
south-eastern Europe, instead of on the 
western front. Berlin will see these as 
of hostility. The plain meaning is 
t if the Nazis are to get more Ruman- 
. jan oil and wheat than their bargain calls 
they will have to “come and get it,” 
that Turkey has shaken itself free 
from their dominance. Czechoslovakia 
were attacked for less cause.

pregnable. It seems to be generally con- 
ceded that to break through either would 
cost the attackers a million men. And if 
they lost the million men, or half the num- 
ber, and did not break through, the at- 
tempt would be disastrous, 

The Nazis could avoid the barrier by 
raiding into Holland and Belgium. But 
that would not give them the oil supplies 
they must have for their motorized equip- 
ment, and which Russia cannot deliver. 
The Rumanian wells are the only source 
within reach offering enough fuel to keep 
the planes, submarines and tanks mov- 
able. Hence the probability that the long- 
expected offensive will come in the Bal- 
kans; and the assembling in Asia Minor 
of Allied forces to co-operate with the 
Turks and back up the Rumanians if they 
are attacked.

Unofficial threats are made at Tokyo 
that Japan may renounce the nine-power 
treaty, which binds the signatories to re- 
spect the sovereignty and the territorial 
integrity of China. In view of what 
Japan’s army has been doing in that coun- 
try, the threat may be taken as the war- 
lords’ idea of humor.

a bandits’ truce. 


The American Bar Association has 
issued, for the information of the public 
and perhaps the reproof of some who did 
not understand the matter, a statement as 
follows: “Illegal violence directed at activi- 
ties deemed subversive cannot be justified 
under any circumstances upon the ground 
of supposed necessity. Legal methods 
exist under our constitution which are 
fully adequate to protect our institutions.” 
The statement may be recommended to 
any Canadians who feel tempted to “take 
matters in their own hands” in the cir- 
cumstances indicated. The facts are as 
true here as they are in the United States.

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The Passing Show

As Canadians sorrow at the death of Baron 
Tweedsmuir, and the Empire grieves at the 
passing of one of its noblest sons, it is fitting 
that we should not forget the sources from 
which this gentle and gracious spirit drew his 
inspiration, He was first and foremost a devoted 

Scot, and he was a better 
A GREAT MAN man for being so fine a 
PASSES AWAY Scotsman. In his superb tri- 

bute to Lord Roseberry, 
Baron Tweedsmuir used words which may weil 
be applied to himself. Speaking of the qual- 
ities which should inspire those who bear the 
rich heritage of Scotland’s greatness, Baron 
Tweedsmuir said the best endowments of the 
race are to be found in a quick sentiment for 
the past, zest and imagination in the business 
of life, seriousness in great things and humour 
in all, kindliness and unostentatious charity, 
modesty in success, and a manly fortitude in 
sorrow. Can there be a better portrait of Lord 
Tweedsmuir? 

When he unveiled the cenotaph here, the 
governor general spoke with grave emotion of 
the ideals which are symbolized by this shaft 
of hallowed remembrance. Historian of the 
empire’s part in the Great War, these words 
were not formal rhetoric or the studied tribute 
of a formal occasion. They came from the 
heart. He knew the part this country had 
taken in that conflict, knew the grim vicissi- 


. tudes of a contest in which victory often hung 


in the balance, and knew, in Lloyd George's 
immortal phrase, that when the smoke of 
battle at last lifted, the Maple Leaf forever was 
engraved on the banners of human liberty. His 
address at the cenotaph, sincere and mellow, 
with an absence of all heroics, yet touched with 
a melancholy beauty that did honor to the occa- 
sion, was worthy of the great mind which gave 
it birth. 

Lord Tweedsmuir was above all else a 
scholar. One of the first books he edited was 
an anthology of Burke, organ-voice of English 
liberty. Two sayings by Burke impressed them- 
selves deeply upon his mind—“A great empire 
and little minds go ill together,” and, “Reason is 
the prerogative of man.” He served the empire 
nobly by bringing to it the dowered greatness 
of a noble mind. 

Beneath the panopoly of his office, his robes 
of state, every Canadian knew there was a 
humble democrat, a “scholar gypsy,” to use the 
title of his own most famous essay, a man who 
honestly feit that the nobler a soul is, the more 
objects of compassion it has. He enriched Cana- 
dian life; he honored the empire; the world has 
been defrauded of one of its best citizens in 
his death,

delicacy. Secondly, I have been sent a Burns’ 
poem by William Lamb of this city which I 
would like to pass on to readers. 

This poem, not included in any volume of 
the Scotch bard’s poems—-that, at least, is the 
claim—is in the possession of Mrs. John Mof- 
fatt of St. Andrews. Neil Brown of Saskatoon 
had copies of it made, and Mr. Lamb has handed 
it to us. If this poem is in some edition of 
Burns’ poetry, | would be grateful for the in- 
formation. 

This is the background to the poem. A 
nobleman—or rather, a lord—has asked Burns 
to accompany a party on an excursion to Bass 
rock. On returning to the castle, he had sent 
Burns to dine in the servants’ hall. When the 
lord and his guests had ended their banquet, 
Burns was sent for, like a hireling, to entertain 
the company. He wrote the following poem, 
gave it to the Jord, turned on his heel, and left 
the castle. 

“My lord, I would not fill your chair, 

Tho’ ye be proudest noble’s heir. 

I come this night to join your feast 

As equal of the best at least. 

*Tis true that cash with me is scant, 

And titles trifles that I want. 

The King has never made me kneel 

To stamp my manhood with his seal. 

But what of that? The King on high 

Who took less pains with you than I, 

Has filled my bosom and my mind 

With something better of its kind 

Than your broad acres, something which 

I can not translate into speech, 

But by its impulse I can know 

‘Tis deeds, not birth, that make men low. 

Your rank, my lord, is but a loan, 

But mine, thank Heaven, is all my own. 

A peasant, ‘tis my pride to be; 

Look round and round your hall and see 

Who boasts a higher pedigree. 

I was not fit, it seems, to dine 

With those fox-hunting heroes fine. 

But only came to bandy jests 

Among your lordship’s hopeful guests.

Sources of German News 

The Nazis try to make capital of the fact that 
technically there is no censorship of despatches 
filed by corresporidents in Germany to the out- 
side world. Actually there is most rigid control 
of news in and from that country, exercised 
through restriction of the sources and through 
the tacit understanding that if a correspondent 
persists in sending stories which displease the 
Nazis he will be expelled. 

A Berlin correspondent of an American news 
service says there are only six sources of the 
German war news which reaches this continent. 
They are: The brief communiques of the High 
Command; the fuller reports of D.N.B., the offi- 
cial news agency; unofficial interpretations of 
these announcements by a military expert at the 
daily press conference; “eye-witness” accounts 
by officer-observers, who appear occasionally at 
the press conferences; information the corre- 
spondents obtain from private sources; descrip- 
tions written for German newspapers or broad- 
cast over the German wireless.—Ottawa Journal. 


After The War 


Not long ago a famous Canadian jurist, who 
never in his life has been guilty of extravagant 
language, ventured the prediction that a great 
era of industrialization will commence in Can- 
ada after this war is over. In making that 
striking prediction he undoubtedly foresees the 
removal of the artificial barriers to trade which 
have hampered the world during the years 
leading up to the present conflict. 

Industrial progress can only be measured 
by the amount of goods and services the people 
of a country can command. If artificial 
obstacles exist which prevent the flow of the 
products cf industry into the hands of the con- 
sumer no industrial progress can be made. If 
industry is hampered by restrictive legislation, 
by confiscatory taxation and other burdens 
there can be no progress. Will that sort of thing 
be swept away when this war is won? 

The answer is, of course, that the restrictions 
which have been hampering industrial progress 
will not, indeed cannot, be cleared away sud- 
denly. But there is hope that they will be 
lessened to the extent that some real “industrial 
prospecting” will be done in the postwar period. 

Western Canada should be in a position to 
share at least moderately in the post-war in- 
dustrialization that is being predicted. But it 
will require one important stimulus before that 
is possible, the removal, or easing, of artificial 
barriers to trade. When that comes there will 
be a real basis for industrial research on well 
organized lines. 

There is an interesting field open to the 
chemist in Western Canada in finding new 
uses for the products of agriculture. The West 
would benefit quite spectacularly if a new and 
highly economic method were discovered by 
which its vast coal deposits could be used. Ifa 
method of converting all the natural gas that 
goes to waste in Alberta were discovered, that 
would be real industrial progress. And in the 
far north lie huge deposits of bitumen which 
may be put to use if the “industrial prospector” 
finds the secret. These are only a few of the 
possibilities that come to mind in looking for- 
ward to the industrial era which, it is said, will 
arrive when this war is ended. In the meantime 
the productive energy of the whole country 
will be directed toward winning this war.— 
Canadian Finance, Winnipeg. 


On This Date

One hundred and twenty-five years ago to- 
day the United States first became aware that 
the war with Great Britain had been ended by 
the signing of a treaty of peace at Ghent on 
Christmas Eve. It had taken 50 days for the in- 
formation to reach America, as many days as 
seconds would now suffice to tell the glad tidings. 

And that ship of peace, whose name is hidden 
away in an ancient volume, did indeed bring 
glad tidings. The war had never been generally 
popular; the unexpected resistance of the British 
regulars and Canadian militia along the Niagara 
frontier, when, added to the dislocation of ocean 
commerce, had surprised those who had thought 
that taking of Canada would be a walk over and 
Britain could be swept from the seas. 

Naturally, since there had been no word of 
peace the winter had seen a continuance of the 
fighting, chiefly in the south, the New York 
frontier having been effectively blocked by the 
great Drummond, who held the Buffalo district 
under his thumb all winter. 

The good news was rushed to Washington by 
special horse express. At the capital the rejoicing 
was as great as it was at Philadelphia, and later 
at New York and Boston. An American historian 
wrote: . 

“In America so great was the universal joy 
that the Federals and Democrats forgot their 
differences and their hates, and wept and laugh- 
ed by turns, in each other's arms, and kissed each 
other like women.”

Your Health — By Dr. Frank as 


Fasting and dieting are measures 
which may be used with great 
benefit in the general management 
of cases of high blood pressure. 

The average patient who hears 
diet mentioned in connection with 
high blood pressure, concludes that 
this means the giving up of meat. 
I have not found this to be neces- 
sary, and as a matter of fact, the 
reasonable use of meat in the diet- 
ary will be found to be productive 
of good results. Usually about one- 
fourth of a pound of lean beef, 
chicken, or fish may be used «gich 
day and this amount of protein, 


average, a shorter fast of 5 days is 
about the right length. These short 
fasts may be repeated, if desired, at 
intervals a month apart, with a 
carefully planned diet being used 
in between. 

I do not know of any other single 
measure yielding the same good re- 
Sults as the fasting method of 
treatment. In high blood pressure 
cases, this fasting treatment pro- 
duces the quickest results of any 
treatment with which I am familiar, 
and the fasting way is literally the 
“fastest” way to lower the blood 
pressure safely.

tion of starches and sugars. As a 
general rule, the patient with high 
blood pressure will be a patient 
who is fond of these foods, and 
who tends to over-eat on them 

Before making any radical 
changes in diet with the idea in 
mind of lowering the pressure, it 
is a good plan to have the patient 
first try some form of fast, as the 
fast will often produce very rapid 
results in lessening the pressure 
and in preparing the digestion for 
the subsequent changes. 

Tests made with the sphygmom- 
anometer will often show that the 
fast alone is causing a very gratify- 
ing drop in blood pressure. During 
the fast, the patient must take at 
least one enema daily, and one or 
two sponge or shower baths daily. 

The length of the fast is .omewhat 
of an individual problem. The 
overweight patient can usually fast 
for 10 days with benefit, but I do 
not advise that such a long fast be 
taken by the patient fasting at 
home without supervision. On an

Alberta Election Before 


Dominion 


Long ago it was an accepted 
fact that the Alberta government 
should seek a mandate from its 
People before the Dominion gov- 
ernment called its election, Pre- 
mier Aberhart declared in an ad- 
dress Monday evening. 

This was the opening gun of his 
election campaign, which is expect- 
ed to culminate March 21 in the 
general election. He was assisted 
by Hon. N. E. Tanner, minister of 
lands and mines, and Orvis A 
Kennedy, M.P. for East Edmonton. | 

“It is surely essential that the at- 
titude of our Alberta people should 
be known before another federal 
government takes office,” the Pre- 
mier said. 

“Everybody knows the treatment 
the present Alberta government has 
received from Ottawa, in spite of 
Mr. Mackenzie King’s pre-election 
promise to keep hands off Alberta. 


RIGHT TO OPINION 

“It seems to me that it is right! 
and proper that the people be al- 
lowed to express their opinion of 
this treatment before the people of 
Canada as a whole pass judgment 
upon the administration at Ottawa. 
The Prime Minister may wish to 
sidestep this issue, I think it is the | 
duty of our people to sce that he | 
does not do so, not only in the in- 
terests of the autonomy of every 
province in the Dominion in ordin- 
ary times.” 

Turning to conditions in the 
province, Mr. Tanner drew at. 
tention to the recent address in 
the legislature by E. L. Gray, Al- 
berta Liberal leader. “The leader 
of the Liberal party in the legis- 
lature said that his party, if they 
were in power in the province, 
would spend millions of dollors of 
provincial revenue, presumably 
by borrowing or taxation or both 
for irrigation of drought area land 
for the rehabilitation of the un- 
employed and soldiers who may 
return from war. 


“Why would he suggest this for 
Alberta when millions are being 
spent by the Dominion government 
for irrigation in the new province 
of Saskatchewan. Why are Do- 
minion funds not available 10 Al- 
berta?”

Solons Claim Southern 
City Failed To Keep 


Agreement 


Hon, Lucien Maynard, K.C., 
minister of municipal affairs and 
John J. Bowlen, Liberal, Calgary, 
clashed in the legislature Monday 
when the latter contended threats 
had been made by the government 
to fine or imprison farmers who 
failed to meet their debts for seed 
Brain advances, 


The skirmish took place when the 
house was considering an amending 
bill to the Tax Recovery Act, 1938, 
which makes it necessary for the 
cities of Edmonton, Calgary and 
Medicine Hat to obtain written con- 
Sent of the minister before dispos- 
ing of occupied lands obtained 
through non-payment of taxes. 


Although approving of the 
changes, the house left the bill in the 
committee stage for further con- 
sideration. 

Mayor Andrew Davison of Cal- 
gary also came under fire during the 
Giscussion. 

Mr. Maynard recalled that last 
year an agreement had been made 
not to dispose of occupied lands 
taken over for non-payment of 
taxes, without consulting the min- 
ister. Edmonton and Medicine Hat 
had kept the agreement, but Cal- 
gary had not, he said, 


ON THE PAN 


The agreement was made last year 
and he said that the clause requir- 
ing consent of the minister was 
held over until this year by agree- 
ment. 

After Mr. Maynard charged that 
Calgary had not abided by the 
agreement and had put through sev- 
eral deals, several Social Credit 
members called out remarks about 
Mayor Davison. 

Replying to a question by one 
member, asking if deals put through 
in violation of the agreement could 
be voided, Mr. Maynard said that 
in the meantime, third parties prob- 
abiy had become interested in the 
properties and attempts to rectify 
the situation might do more harm 
than good, 

The section in question Treads as 
follows: 

“Provided, however, that in the 
case of the cities of Calgary, Ed- 
monton and Medicine Hat, no parcel 
of land, title to which has been de- 
finitely acquired after Jan, 1, 1935, 
by reason of non-payment of taxes 
and upon which any owner is re- 
siding or which is in the actual oc- 
cupation of any person under any 
arrangement, agreement of lease by, 
with or through such owner, shall be 
sold by any of such cities unless and 
until such sale shall have been ap- 
proved of in writing by the Min- 
ister,” 

It was explained by Mr. Maynard 
that at the 1939 session, it was pro- 
posed to bring these cities under 
the act's provisions, which was ap- 
plicable to. other sections of the 
province, It was on representa- 
tions being made against the act/ 
that it was held over. 


MADE ONE SALE 

Mr. Maynard declared Calgary 
made one sale in which a finncial 
institution which held the mort- 
gage, bought in the property. He also 
said that the date on which the! 
cities came under the amendment 
had been suggested by the cities 
themselves, 

The amendment was acceptable 
but did not go far enough, in the 
opinion of §. A. G, Barnes, Inde- 
pendent-Progressive, Edmonton. He 
declared there should be some fur- 
ther protection for the individual 
and urged that his equity should 
not be taken without proper notice. 

D, M. Duggan, Alberta Conserva- 


tive leader, submitted that the 
amendment was trespassing on 
autonomous rights of cities. He de- 


clared it meant centralizing power. 
He said the province would strong- 
ly object if its powers were re- 
stricted by the Dominion. 

It was contended by Mr. Maynard 
that municipal councils should wel- 
come protection given the people 
by the act. Mr. Bowlen urged that 
there were people in the cities who 
would not pay taxes. 

Mr. Bowlen contended that letters 
had been sent out by the govern- 
ment threatening a $100 fine or im- 
pryonment over non-payment of 
seed grain relief. He said he knew 
of a case in which a mortgage had 
been put on two of four horses 
owned by a farmer, against seed 
grain relief charges. 


CHALLENGE MADE 

A challenge was immediately 
issued by Mr. Maynard, for Mr. 
Bowlen to produce one case where 
hardship was caused through col- 
lection of seed grain relief. 

In reply, Mr, Maynard contended 
departmental letters were forward- 
ed to persons, merely drawing at- 
tention to the law. He explained 
that liens had not been cancelled 
to protect debtors from being press- 
ed by private creditors,

Of Socred Appointments 
In Council 


Under terms of a bill iniro- 
duced into the legislature Monday 
by Hon, Ernest C. Manning, min- 
ister of trade and industry, au- 
thority for appointment of mem- 
bers of the Alberto Social Credit 
Board in future will rest with the 
executive council and not with 
the legislature as in the past. 


This bill is an amendment to the 
Alberta Social Credit Realization 
Act. 

In moving first reading Mr. Man- 
ning informed the house that re- 
vision would be made in the proce- 
dure of appointing board members. 
Printed copies of the bill are not 
yet available. 

Well informed circles pointed out 
that all members of the board are 
appointed by legislation at present 
and all the present board are mem- 
bers of the house. 

In view of the fact that the board 
members are appointed by statute 
and are named therein, effect of the 
situation is that whenever the legis- 
lature of which they are members, 
is dissolved, the board ceases to ex- 
ist until after the next election and 
providing they and the government 
to which they belong, are returned. 

Dissolution of the legislature re- 
inoves from the statute books the 
act under which the board exists.
